MOVEMENTS OF OCEAN STHAMSHIPS. 


A dark picture of the American pubitc 
school system was drawn last night by Dr. d. 
Stanley Hall, president of Clark university 
in Worcester, Mass., one of the foremost au- 
thorities on experimental psychology in the 
country, speaking to the Twentieth Century 
club in Fine Arts building. 

While the mechanical side of common 
school education has mastered in this 
country, Dr. Hall said, the teaching and 
moral and physical sides sey Nee into 
“dry rot,“ and a rene is necessary 
if the country is to combat * that are 
creeping into common life. No sacrifice, he 
argued, is too great to save the bodies and 
souls of children. 

The feminization of the schools was criti- 
ciaed by Dr. Hall. 

„Once he said, men predominated as 
teachers and the rod was not spared. Now 
we have what is called a ‘ saccharine de- 
nignity in force. In our high schools 76 per 
cent of the teachers are women. My own 
boy never had a male teacher until he went 
to college. The school teachers are more 
tender than maiden aunts. President Roose- 
velt has advanced the idee that wife bea 
should be flogged. ran not Ne to 
only it comes too-late. 

Thinks Boys Need Discipline, 

“There have been many outbreaks of boy 
hoodlumisnmr during recent years. There 
is a great increase in juvenile crime. Are 
we justified in connecting that with the ten- 
derness in the woman teacher’s heart that 
does not discipline boys, but sends them 
back to their wildness? 

“ Where are our fathers? A mother shauld 
say to her husband when a boy is 14 years 
old: ‘Now, air, I have brought this boy so 
far—it is up to you.’ There is something 
the . with the boy in hie early teens 
who can with justice be called a ‘ perfect 
gentieman.’ The upper high school classes 

schools for girls.“ 

Other criticisme which Dr. Hall offered 
were as follows: 

“School time is too short, ayeraging only 
151 days in the year, In Germany children 
go to schoo] forty-six weeks. The long vaca- 
tien is no better than truancy. 

“On any given day when the schools are 
in session less than 
of the country are én attendance. 

The pay of the teachers is too small. One- 
fourth of the teachers leave every year. 
Their training and talent are low grade, more 
than one-half never having had professiona! 
training. 

Why’ Teachérs Are Dise 

It is not surprising that the teachers turn 
to trade unionism. They feel discouraged— 
cogs in a machine. Some one has eaid that 
their trouble is ‘dry rot.’ They leave their 
souls behind them when they go to school. 
There is too much red tape—too many.reports 
for them. The work ie bad for the health. 
The longevity of teachers is below the aver- 
age. They do not read up to their level and 
have no good Ilbraries or museums. 

“The control of the American school 
generally elective—is bad for the system. Big 
boards means lack of responsibility and play- 
ing to the galleries. 

“The people have a deep conviction that 
because God gives a man an office surely the 
man is given the ability to fill it, but this 
does not always work out. 

“Paternalization is carried too far. 80 
many things are free that the children take 
too little interest in the work and its beéne- 


Ats. 
Blames Labor Unions. 

“ Boys dropping out of the upper grades 
le one of the tragedies of the system. 
There are few good trade schools, and the 
boy faces a world that does not want him. 
He drifts into unskilled labor. Labor unions 
are responsible for lack of trade schools. 

The quality of text books has gone down. 
They are soft, diluted, padded, like making 
two ounces of soap do for two hogeheads of 
lather. The teaching is dominated by form 
instead of thought. Latin is an incubus as 
taught in the high schools. It is baby Latin 
—the shadow of a shade. English is not 
taught p rly. 

“The cry tor moral educatiog ia growing. 
The schoole must have religign, if only in 
fable. 

* Physical work of the students is a sad 
chapter. The domination of the high school 
by the college is an unmitigated curse. 
„The schools ought to touch lite more 
closely. They must have more money and 
be put on a broader basis. We are coming 
to realize that nothing in all the world is #o 
worthy of love and sacrifice as bodies and 
souls of childrens, 

Importance of Human Element. 

“The next generation depends upon the 
children. If we don't take care of their 
bodies and their souls alike there won't be 
any third generation worth counting. 

“ We are spending too much energy in the

similabie, no digestive apparatus is wanted. 
So the soul-body being stomachless, it knows : 
nothing of the struggle for existence. To 
balance this, it retains, according to D’ Albe, 
the higher quality of competition in mutual 
service and spends its time cultivating the 
higher virtues. 

The soul-body ambiles about anywhere be- 
tween the surface of the earth and some cir- 
cumecribing Hght, vaguely specified as two 
hundred miles above it. nns 
realm. 

The soul-body apparently does not suffer 
lonesomeness, as D' Albe states that the soul 
realm is as thickly populated as the earth. 
Indeed, the atmosphere is inhabited by the 
ers Tellurians who have quit the earth 
life during the last thirty thousand years. 


Quits and Goes’ Far Away. 

This myetic period Mmitts the s0ub-dbody’s 
existence in the atmosphere. ‘When this 
time is up it quits, but D’Albe ie not quite sure 
where it goes. He, however, suggests a fur- 
ther transformation into a etate of existence 
in the interplanetary space implying e final 
cosmic union of ali the souls of all the ages 

D'Albe is not em obecure dreamer. His 
work in science and in psychical research has 
won the commendation of Sir Oliver Lodge 
and Sir William Crookes.

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Abs CHURGH UNITY CAUSE: 


Federal Council Begins Its Ses- 
sions at Philadelphia. 


ATTACK ON MISSION, PLAN. 


Bishop Hose Says Union Is Good but 
Liberty Is Better. 


Philadephia, Pa., Dec. 8.—With a unanimi- 
ty of action thet went far beyond the ex- 
pectations of the leading spirte in the move- 
ment for unity of church action, the federal 
council of the Churches of Christ in Ameri- 
ca, which has for its object the bringing to- 
gether of the Christian bodies of America 
into united service for Christ and the world, 
began its business sessions today. 

The organization of the council hae been 
practically completed and the delegates, of 
whom there are more than 400, representing 
thirty-three denominations, with a member- 
ship of about 18,000,000, have entered upon the 
real work of the council]. Bishop E. R. Hen- 
drix of Kansas City, Mo., of the Meth ) 
Episcopal church, south, was honored with 
the presidency by a unanimous vote of the 
delegates. 


Discuss Committee Reports. 

Following organization the counell imme- 
diately plunged into a discussion of the re- 
ports of committees, of which there are six- 
teen. Two reports were disposed of, one 
of them after an interesting debate. This re- 
port related to the codperation eof all the 
churches in the foreign mission fields, and 
was presented by the Rev. James L. Barton 
of Boston, Congregationalist, secretary of 
the American board of commissioners for 
foreign missions. He presented five resolu- 
tions, one of which favored the closest pos- 
sible federation of all Christian churches in 
foreign mission fields and the elimination 
of denominational distinctions.” 

Bishop Hoss of Nashville of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, attacked the feso- 
lution in a vigoroue speech. If denomina- 
tions are to be eliminated, he wanted to know 
to which denomination the teachings in the 
foreign mission fields shall correspond. 

„We may have too many denominations,” 
he added. but who is going to cancel them? 
Unit? is good, but liberty is better.” 


Salvation as Real Issue. 

Dr. Barton did not think missionaries should 
waste their time explaining to the unsaved 
the difference between the beliefs of Calvin, 
Wesley. or the other great church leaders, 
but should devote their energies to the sal- 
vation of souls. After a long discussion the 
reference to the elimination of denomina- 
tional distinctions was stricken out and the 
resolution was adopted. 

Another resolution adopted approves the 
union of educational institutions in mission 
countries, wherever practicable, in which 
teachers and students of various.denomina- 
tions shall have equal privileges.

Costly Jewel Stolen in Memphis 
Turns Up in Gotham. 


PAWNBROKER TAKES IT EAST 


Chicago Seller Identifies Necklace 
Iowan Lost in February. 


New York, Dec. 8.—[Special.)—The $15,000 
pearl necklace stolen from the home of 
Frank G. Jones in. Memphis, Tenn., on the 
night of Feb. 10 last was recovered in this 
city a few days ago through the efforts of 
Inspector McCafferty, head of the detective 
bureau.) and today the owber of the jewel, 
Garrett E. Lamb of Clinton, Ia., identified it 
at police Headquarters and was réady to pay 
the $2,000 reward. 

Lamb was visiting at the Jones home when 
porch’ climbers entered the house and got 
off with 325.000 worth of jewelry, including 
Lamb’s gem, a necklace containing sixty- 
seven pearls and a large diamond clasp. 


World Search Begun for Gem. 

George T. O' Hare, chief of police of Mem- 
phis, sent a circular broadcast throughout 
the United States, Durope, and Canada, with 
a description of the necklace and an offer of 
$2,000 reward for its recovery. The police in 
all cities began search, but there was no trace 
of the jewel until a few days ago, when a 
young man whose name McCafferty refuses 
to divulge visited police headquarters here 
and said he knew where an expensive neck- 
lace was for sale. 

Detective Dominick Reilly was assigned to 
the case. The inspector’s friend led him to 
118 University place, which is the store of 
Samuel Buegeleisen, a musical instrument 
maker. : 

Jewel Pawned in Los Angeles. 

He said a week ago Joseph Semansky, a 
wealthy pewnbroket who has shops in San 
Francisco, Bakersfield, Fresno, Los Angeles, 
and Sacramento, whom he had known for 
several years, came to New York and left 
the necklace at Buegeleisen’s store and re- 
quested that the musical instrument maker 
sell it for him. He wanted to get $8,000 on 
the necklace and $250 on a Tiffany watch he 
also turned over to Buegeleisen. 

When Buegeleisen was informed the neck- 
lace Was a Stolen one he consented to help 
the police all he could and handed it over to 
Inspector McCafferty. Today Lamb, accom- 
panied by a Mr. Buffington, connected with 
the firm of C. D. Peacock & Co. of Chicago, 
who sold the jewel to Lamb, reached police 
headquarters to identify . 

Both gave an accurate description of the 
necklace and Buffington. volunteered to tell 
the exact weight of each ‘pearl on the string. 
On examination Buffingten and Lamb found 
that the diamond originally set in the clasp 
had been removed and an inferior stone sub- 
stitited.

Mr. Archbold 
took the position that the rebates at that time 
were a matter of bargaining in which each 
shipper strove to obtain the best terms. 

Some amusement was creaj when Mr. 
Archbold declared that when one obtained 
a rate from a railroad man he was not al- 
ways sure but that on his way home the 
railroad man would give some other ship- 
per a lower rate. . 

The government counsel interrogated the 
witness regarding testimony given in a 
Pennsylvania oil suit in which A. J. Cassatt, 


road, testified that the Standard received 
larger rebates from the Pennsylvania than 
any other shipper. Mr. Archbold said he 
had no recollection of Mr. Cassatt's testi- 
mony. The vice president of the Standard 
declared that his company was in no wey 
favored by oil tariffs of the United States. 


“Howlers” Asked for Publicity. 


Mr. Kellogg wanted to know why clauses 
that a contract agreeing to rates might be 
made known was inserted. Archbold said he 
supposed some howlers wanted to get it in.” 

“TI don’t think it worth a hill o' beans,” he 
said. “I thought it af fel de rol, anyway. 
Every man who had much freight to ship 
knew he had to go and he did go and shop 
among the railrcads to see where he could get 
the best rates. There was no secret about it.” 

Q.—Why, then. was it necessary to make 
a contract that the rates might be made pub- 
lic? A.—I suppose some other shipper said: 
Let's get that in.“ I don't know. I know 
that I got from the Pennsylvania railroad 
the best rates I could get for my freight. 

Mr. Archbold did not recall having testified 
in 1879 to receiving a rebate of 63 cents per 
barrel when the open rate was $1.20%. 

Let me refresh your memory.“ said Kel- 
logge (starting to read some testimony): 

Impossible! interjected Rosenthal. 

He said it out loud. He proved an excellent 
prophet and surely was not unhonored in 
Archdold’s country. Thetestimony was read. 

“T've no distinct recollection of it,” said 
Archbold of unrefreshable memory. 


Sort of Custom to Bring Suits.

Yes, Mr. Archbold remem- 
bered the South Improvement company—he 
had denounced it as an outrage. | 

“An outrage against all those businesses 
which were not included—— said Mr. Kel- 
logg assentingly. 

Kellogg wanted to know if it had not 
been impossible for independents to ship 
oll acroes New Jersey to New York, as they 
could not call upon the pipe Unes as com- 
mon carriers for through shipments, the 
Standard having run state lines only to their 
own refineries in the states of origin. He 
couldn't learn much, but he found that none 
of the Standard's lines ran to points where 
there were independent refineries. 

“Surely that cannot be the pipe lines’ 
fauit,”’ said Archbold virtuously.

Brattleboro, Vt., Dec. 3.—[Special.}—Beat- 
ty Balestier, Rudyard Kipling’s brother-in- 
law, was arrested this morning on a war- 
rant charging larceny. The charge is made 
by Mrs. Agnes A. Baker of Cleveland, who 
specifically accuses him of “ appropriating 
to his own use goods and property to the 
value of $300” belonging to her. Balestier 
was taken to jail, where he remained until 
tonight, when he was released in $1,000 bail. 

The arrest created a sensation here where 
Balestier is well known. He is a real estate 
agent and had been given the management 
of Mrs. Baker’s summer home by Mrs. Baker 
when she left here for Europe early in July. 

Sne returned about two weeks ago and 
says she found Balestier had practicaliy 
stripped her fifty acre estate, had sold every- 
thing that could be moved, and had gone so 
far as to rent the tillable land and pocket 
the rental, | 

She charges that Balestier sold horses, cat- 
the, and chickens from the place, and that he 
disposed of a quantity of fertilizer and pock- 
eted the money. In addition to the crimi- 
nal suit she bas brought civil suit for dam- 
ages and secured a writ of ejectment against 

im. 

This is not the first time Balestier has been 
in trouble. Several years ago, while his 
brother-in-law, Rudyard Kipiing, was living 
here, he got into difficulties and a warrant 
was issued charging him with obtaining 
money under false pretenses. 

Through the influence of Kipling the affair 
was settled and the matter so hushed up that 
but few ever heard of it.

Offers of money to settle the case against 
James Klapp. alleged insulter of Miss Ger- 
trude Esau, met with prompt refusal yes- 
terday, according to her own statement. 
She told the police last night that she had 
received the overtures during a telephone 
conversation with an unknown man. 

The girl rted she would not stop in her 
prosecution ‘and would do everything in her 
power to assist the police in bringing Klapp 
within the jurisdiction of the Municipal 
court. . 

According to Miss Esau she wae called 
from her home, 185 Barry street, to August 
Barth's grocery, 204 Barry avenue, where 
she was wanted to talk to a man on the tele- 
phone. The man at the ether end of the 
wire asked how much money she would take 
to settle the case against Klapp. 

I will pay you well to settle this case out 
of court, the man is said to have told her. 
She refused to listen further to him and in- 
formed the police. 


Girl Identifies His Picture. 

Positive identification of Klapp as the man 
who insulted her and who subsequently was 
arrested and taken to the Chicago avenue 
police station was made during the day from 
pictures of the Milwaukee official of the Wis- 
consin Car Service association by Miss Esau. 

Miss Esau when shown a picture of Kiepp 
cried: That's the man. I could pick him 
out among a thousand.“ 

With the identity of the man fixed, the 
question of whether or not he will return to 
Chicago from his Milwaukee stronghold to 
stand trial for disorderly conducts bothering 
the officials In charge of the case. 

The offense with which the man is charged 
is not an extraditable one, and the Chicago 
officiais have no means of taking the man 
again into custody. 

In the meantime the Milwaukee man has 
quit talking to newspaper reporters. When 
told that a story of his confession had been 
printed in Chicago he asserted he had made 
no confession and would have nothing more 
to say for publication.

the governor has promised to release him as 
soon as possible. | 

There ls no denial of the fact that the situ- 
ation caused by the conflict between Jens 
Jensen, the west park superintendent, and 
the park board, including Mr. Smulski, has 
made the latter the more anxious to get out 
of the work. 

One republican committeeman said there 
was trouble to p any of the board mem- 
bers with Mr. Je remaining as superin- 
tendent. 

Sometimes it looks as if the entire board 
would pick up and walk out,“ he said. Jen- 
sen is capable and efficient, but he simply has 
made himself unbearable to the men in 
charge of the park management.“ 


Deneen Works as Peacemaker. 

Gov. Deneen has worked overtime in efforts 
to straighten out the complications caused 
by the conflict between the park commis- 
sioners and the superintendent, and the for- 
mer, alorg with the president of the board, 
have threatened to resign if the superin- 
tendent were permitted to continue. 

This situation has been.eased up a bit, and 
the governor and other peacemakers are 
coming to believe the misunderstandings can 
be straightened out in part without sacri- 
ficing either a superintendent whose ability 
to do the patijcular work he is expected to 
do is not questioned or a board whose work 
has rehabilitated the parks and put them 
on a sound financia! basis. 

The. pacifiers unite in saying that Mr. Jen- 
sen is unnecessarily mecdlesome and that he 
fights politics when no politics is in sight. 
The board members have told Gov. Dereen 
that they are thoroughly tired of being ad- 
vertised as seeking to break down the de- 
fenses of the parks and fill them up with 
political appointees, and that if something 
could not be done to keep peace they pre- 
ferred to retire. 


Smulski’s Statement to Public. 
Mr. Smulski’s announcement of his inten- 
tion not to run for political office again—the 
city treasurership had been suggested for 
him—and of his intention to retire from the 
west park management was mace in a state- 
ment to the Polish newspapers of the city. 

“T have always and in all places tried to 
remember that I am a son of Poland,” he 
said, *“‘and for that reason in all the posi- 
tions I occupied I remembered that not only 
my. own future and reputation but the good 
name of my Polish countrymen and the 
future of Polish youth required me to ac- 
quit myself well of my public duties. Be- 
cause of that, in places where there was an 
opportunity to make several hundred thou- 
sand doliars, I preferred to be satisfied witha 
modest compensation prescribed by law. 

“In a month my term of office as state 
treasurer ends. As the Polish press has 
said, it was left to two Poles to point the 
way to American politicians and let them 
know that not upon graft or plunder should 
rest political principles, but upon the hon- 
est performance of their duties and comply- 
ing with the laws of the land. 

The late Peter Kiolbassa was the Polish 
pioneer in politics who, as city treasurer of 
Chicago, first returned the interest which he 
could have kept. I acknowledge here, pub- 
licly and openly, that it was the deed of the 
late Peter Kiolbassa which exerted no small 
influerice upon my future political career. 


Polish Problems Interest Him. 


“With reference. to the west park board 
presidency I may say the position is one of 
honor, although without compensation. I 
took it only from friendship for Gov. Deneen. 
My resignation from that position is now in 
the hands of Gov. Deneen, and as soon as 
the governor finds the man to whom he can 

intrust the presidency without hesitation and 
conditions permit I will be relieved from i*. 

My time will then be at the service of my 
countrymen and all Polish problems, inter- 
ests, and questions leading to our uplifting 
will receive my hearty support.”

OHEAP RATES RESULT URGED 


Counsel Scored for Declaring Body 


Opposes Phone Independents. 
kr . 


Proposals for the establishment of inde- 
pendent telephone and telegraph systems in 
Chicago were presented yesterday to the 
council committee on. gas, oll, and electric 
light, 

The telephone project was brought up in 
connection with discussion over the Illinois 


Tunnel company's system,and W. S. Jackson, 


former president of the board of trade, ap- 
peared to urge the introduction of independ- 
ent telegraph facilities. He was accompanied 
by Attorney H. L. Stern, representing the 
People’s Mutual Telegraph company. 

This is what may be called a board of 
trade venture, said Mr. Jackson. We want 
to get cheaper rates to the west and south- 
west with the further intent of establishing 
stations in the loop. 

It has been shown that, under this com- 
petition, rates of the Western Union and 
Postal companies, which are noticeably simi- 
lar, experience sharp reductions from which 
the public would benefit. The Milwaukee 
rate has been cut to 10 cents from 25, and 
with this system the same rate could be had 
to St. Louis, Kansas City, and other points.” 


Details Plans of Company. 

Attorney Stern explained that the company 
wishes to run to the city limits under the 
Douglas park branch of the Metropolitan 
elevated road, thence by poles to Joliet, and 
from Joliet southwest over the wires of in- 
dependent companies. The Metropolitan 
service, he said, would cost 52. 100 à year, and 
the board of trade privileges $1,000 a year. 

A. C. Lindemuth, counse} for the Independ- 
ent association, was criticised by the commit- 
teemen for announcements to the effect that 
the council was opposed to the independents, 
and was urged to bring in some concrete 
offer, a 
“Chicago Big Proposition.”

Charter Committee Decides 
‘Present Rate Sufficient for 
Chicago’s Needs. 


DISPUTES BOND QUESTION 


Matter of Adjusting City’s Power 
Referred to Sub-Body After 


Long Argument. 


Chicago's financial needs formed the sub- 
ject of a lively discussion yesterday before 
the special charter committee of fifteen. 

Specific action taken by the committee 
was to fix the taxing limit at 5per cent of the 
full assessed valuation of property, which is 
the present rate. The matter of fixing the 
bending power of the city at 4 percent of the 
property value was left to a subcommittee 
of five, after long argument. The city has 
asked that this limit be fixed, so as to give 
it $125,000,000 in bonds. The real estate 
board desires it to be fixed at a much 
lower rate, and the compromise offered is 
$90,000,000. 

The feature of the session was the tilt be- 
tween Mr. Hoyne on the one side and Mr. 
Bennett and Controller Walter H. Wilson on 
the other, with the occasional chiming in of 
Walter L. Fisher and Prof. Charies E. Mer- 
riam and Raymond Robins. 


City in a Bad Way. 

“The city is in bad shape,“ said Ald. Ben- 
nett. You will find that we should have 
more then 5 per cent. Thereare many things 
to be done, such as putting in a high pressure 
water system and placing mounted police 
on the west and north sides. The building 
of schools costs us $4,000,000 a year. 

Controller Wilson said thet the city now 
Was in a financial h podge, and there was 
not a single dollar on to devote to new 
improvements next year. He wanted more 
money and lots of it. 

The subject of the referendum was brought 
up as a sufficient guaranty against the over- 
issue of bonds. This provoked Mr. Wilson's 


wrath. 
Opposed to Referendum. 

“TIT am opposed to the referendum in all 
forms, he said. I think that the officers 
of the city should be given a free hand to 
take advantage of situationa in the money 
and labor markets. We would have been in 
a pretty fix during the panic of last year if I 
had not been able to raise ready money on 
bonds and warrants and place it where it 
was safe. 

In answer to a question from Prof. Mer- 
riam, Mr. Wilson said he thought the refer- 
endum a theory, and a bad one. 

Mr. Fisher pointed out that in the matter 
of bonds for permanent improvements the 
referendum would not tie the hands of the 
city officials, as there are elections two or 
three times every year in which such matters 
could be decided. 


Taxation Defeated Last Charter. 

W R. Michaelis said that he was con- 
vineed that the charter could not be passed 
without the feature of the referendum to 
the people on bond issues. He said the mat- 
ter of taxation was the thing that caused 
the defeat of the last charter. 

Representative David Shanahan said thet 
this was the big, vital point of the difficulty 
in passing a charter and that it must be set- 
tled the right way. 
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Reforms in Handling of Election 


EXPERT ADVICE IS SECURED. 


Indictments Expected to Be Directed 
Against Precinct Officials. 


When the first special grand jury for the 
investigation of the primary frauds makes 
its final report to Judge Henry V. Freeman 
today it will offer some stinging criticisms 
of the manner in which Chicago's election 
machinery is handled. 5 

It is regarded probable that no complaints 

will be made against the primary law itself, 
but the faults of the present system of ap- 
pointing judges, clerks, and challengers and 
the manner in which they perform their du- 
ties will occupy the greater part of a 1,000 
word report. 
The jury has had the plan of picking flaws 
in the method of election procedure in mind 
since the first cases of fraud were presented 
to its consideration. 6 


Get Suggestions for Improvement. 

It was for this purpose that a week ago 
they summoned before them representatives 
of the board of election commissioners and 
of the county central committees of the Dem- 
ocratic and Republican parties. All of these 
representatives, it wae said, admitted the 
possibility of improvement in the conduct of 
elections, and even pointed out instances 
where these changes were most. needed. 

These will be incorporated in the jury re- 
port, but there will be other recommenda- 
tions, it is promised, much more sweeping in 
their nature, advising the selection of judges 
and clerks by civil service examinations and 
the payment to them of a higher wags for 
their day’s work. The distribution of cre- 
dentlals to challengers, which the jury found 
marked by recklessness, aleo will come in 
for its share of criticism. 


About Forty Indictments Expected. 

It is expected that the report will be pre- 
ceded by a return of nearly forty indictments, 
about half of which will be directed against 
men not before named by the grand jury as 
offenders. It is predicted that there will be 
twelve men—aebout evenly representative of 
the First and Ninth wards and for the most 
part precinct officials—hjt for the first time. 
This list is said to include no names known 
to the public in general, and the offenses are 
of the classes covered by the previous in- 
dictments. 

The retiring county board will hold its last 
meeting this afternoon and probably will 
vote the November salaries of Special State's 
Attorney Frank J. Loesch and his aesist- 
ants. No opposition to the bill, which 
amounts to a little more than $4,000, is an- 
ticipated. ,

Now, under the decision of the Supreme 
court on a test case, it is held that the 
Municipal court has the right to try on in- 
formation all cases where the statute 
does not fix punishment. ata term in the 
penitentiary. More than thirty classes 
of offenses are thus put within its pur- 
view, these including many varieties of 
crime. The court is now authorized to go 
forward along the lines upon which it 
was created. The cause of justice will. 
be greatly helped, and many of the de- 
lays which have brought discouragement 
in the last few months will be prevented. 


THE ONLY REAL REMEDY. 

A committee of the Chicago Bar asso- 
ciation has made sundry recommendations 
which it would be pleased to have the 
legislature consider favorably. One is 
that eight new judges be added to the 
Circuit and four to the Superior court. 
It is alleged that even with the help 
given by country judges the dockets of 
the courts are congested and catching up 
is out of the question. All this in spite 
of the activity of the Municipal court 
with its twenty-eight judges. 

It seems to be impossible for most la w- 
yers to see more than one remedy for 
gorged dockets—a remedy which appeals 
to them because it provides a greater 
number of $10,000 a year offices for limbs 
of the law. That remedy has been ad- 
ministered again and again since the day 
when Cook county had four judges, bat 


every addition to the number has been fol- 


lowed in a short time by a demand for 
more, 

There Is a remedy which would give 
permanent relief and would cost nothing, 
whereas the creation of the new judge- 
ships would add $180,000 a year to the 
expenses of a county which has not 
enough money for the proper maintenanve 
of its charities. The efficacious remedy 
would be to simplify the administration 


of justice in the civil and criminal courts. 


If that were done the judges whom Cook 


county now has would be more than 
enough to dispose, of all the litigation 
that would come before them. The sen- 
sible, economic way of providing for the 
speedy dispatch of court business is by 


the adoption of new methods that would 
make it possible for a judge to do in one 
day that now takes him two days, That 
would double the efficiency of the work- 
ing force. 

The recommendations of the Bar asso- 
ciation are in the main to be commended. 
Appellate court decisions should be final, 
except where the court for some reason 
thinks the case should be certified to the 
Supreme court. The latter court would 
be relieved of much labor and many 
suitors would get speedier justice. But 
why stop with a comparatively small 
betterment of slight conditions? A thor- 
ough house cleaning is needed, and that 


is what the lawyers should ask for with 


one voice for their own good and that of 
their clients. Do not demand more 
judges and make it necessary to add more 
stories to the courthouse. Demand sim- 
plified administration of justice, which 
works wonders wherever tried. If tried 
in Illinois the Cook county judges would 
be able to take, without inconveniencing 
litigants, longer vacations than they do 
now. 


A BLOW FOR CONGRESSMEN. 


The approaching holidays have been 
saddened for many congressmen. A brief 
executive order has made them gloomy 
or angry. The order places in the classi- 
fied civil service the fourth class post- 
masters in the states north of the Ohio 
and east of the Mississippi. Hereafter 
appointees will have to pass oa civil sery- 
ice examination. The representatives of 
districts west of the Mississippi feel faint 
at heart when they think of the probable 
extension of the new system to their ter- 
ritory. 

The small cross roads postoffices have 
been political playthings. When there 
was a change in politics at Washington 
the ax of the executioner was taken out 
and tens of thousands of fourth class 
postmasters beheaded. These men have 
usually been appointed on congressional 
recommendation, and each of them has 
had to work for his patron. These post- 
masters have been the widespread tenta- 
cles which have helped congressmen to 
keep their grip on the party machine and 
get renominations. 

Naturally, congressmen resent the 
splendid order which has just been issued. 
It deprives them of their most valuable 
patronage. It is not surprising that there 
is talk about congress refusing to vote 
the money which the extension of the 
classitied service will call for. There ig 
a touch of cruelty in asking men to 
sharpen the knife which is to be used to 
cut their own throats. But though this 
latest installment of civil service reforn 
will be abhorrent to congressmen, they 
will have to accept it. It is a reform 
the public believes in. 

The postoffice department, which never 
should have been in politics, has been ex- 
tensively in politics since Jackson's day, 
to the great impairment of the service. 
The executive order, which takes about 
15,000 postmasters out of politics, trans- 
ferring them from lackeys of congressmen 
into public servants, is the beginning of a 
new era. 


REFORMS AT DUNNING. 

Conditions rather than individuals ara 
to blame at Dunning. That is the sub- 
stance of the report of the special com- 
mittee of investigation. Particular in- 
stances of alleged ¢ruelty were examined 
with searching care without the discoy- 
ery of sufficient grounds for censure of 
officials. 

There may be brutal attendants at 
Dunning. After all, however, brutality in 
institutions is not common. The proved 
cases are comparatively few. Certain 
conditions are found too frequently, 
These are overcrowding, an insufficient 
number of attendants, nurses, guards, and 
physicians, too long periods of work with- 


out respite, too small pay for dificult

is probable that most of the cases that 
harrow the feelings of friends of patients 
are rightly charged to these conditions 


rather than to the heartless brutality of | 


officials or attendants. : 


Those who have been studying the sit- | 
uation evidently appreciate this fact. 


Their recommendations seek alteration of 
existing conditions instead of individual 
culprits: The feeble minded children at 
Dunning should be transferred to the in- 
stitution at Lincoln. The insane, so far 
as possible, should be turned over to the 
state, The new county institutions at 
Blue Island should be pushed, so that the 
wards for the poor and the consumptive 
may be given adequate quarters and 
proper treatment may be provided for in- 
dividual patients. 

These recommendations are all good. 
When they are carried out there will be 
much less criticism. Money will be need- 
ed. But the money should be spent. Cook 


county cannot afford to be behind the 


best county in the land in its care of de- 
pendents. Economical management is a 
thing to be encouraged. But an economy 
which brings the county officials under 
constant criticism and which shows their 
methods in an unfavorable light when 
conditions elsewhere are examined never 
will be a source of pride to taxpayers. 
Economy, is a word sometimes used for 
parsimony, and parsimony often proves 
expensive in the long run. 


DAIRYMEN GRAND JURORS. 

It is no reflection on the general in- 
telligence of the Kane county farmers 
who have been doing grand jury service 
to say that they are not so well informed 
about tuberculosis as are the leading men 
in the medical profession. Doubtless the 
jurors dealt ont impartial justice in the 
cases before them, indicting nobody who 
ought not to have been indicted, but they 
blundered when they returned a moral 
indictment against the Chicago board of 
health and city’ council. The cobbler 
should stick to his last. 

The grand jurors, some of whom may 
be dairymen or have neighbors who are, 
say that bovine consumption is not com- 
municable to human beings through milk: 
that the tuberculin tests prove nothing 
and are bad for cattle; and that, there- 
fore, the Chicago aldermen .and board of 
health are censurable for laying an em- 
bargo on~milk from Kane county cows 
which have not been subjected to the 
tuberculin test. But the international 
tuberculosis congress which met recently 
was almost unanimously of the opinion 
that bovine tuberculosis is communicable. 
Practically the only dissentient was Dr. 
Koch, but even he admitted that children 
might get certain forms of consumption 
by drinking the milk of tuberculous cows, 

The board of health cannot disregard 
medical science and endanger public 
health to oblige some Kahe county dairy- 
men. 

The efficacy of the tuberculin test has 
been demonstrated. Dairymen have de- 
nouneed it in New Fork as well as IIII- 
nois. They would rather not know that 
their cattle are tuberculous. As long as 
they do not Know they ¢an sell the prod- 
ucts of their cattle with easy consciences. 

The people of Chicago would like to use 
ali the Kane county milk they can get. 
But they wish to know and they have a 
right to know whether it is wholesome. 
If the dairymen say that they must re- 
main im ignorance they will stop buying

MARKING AN INDIAN’S GRAVE, 
{From the Asheville (N. C.) Citizen.) 

The long neglected grave of Junaluska. 
at Robinsville, this state, soon will have a 
monument erected by the Daughters of the 
American Revolution of North Carolina. As 
is known by only too few of even our more 
patriotic North Carolinians, the noble Chero- 
kee chief, Junaluska, had his home at what 
is now Robineville at the time of his valiant 
assistance to Andrew Jackson in his famous 
victory over the Creeks at Horse Shoe Bend, 
Ala.. and Robinsville, the county seat of 
Graham county, is built on the eastern bor- 
der of the tract of land which North Carolina 
presented to the chief as a reward for his 
vallant services to Jackson. 

In a picturesque spot, on a ridge of grace- 
ful stone, just a short distance from Robins- 
ville, is the unmarked grave of Junaluska, on 
his own land, nobly earned, now by a recent 
purchase the possession of Mr. G. B. Walker 
of Robinsville. A magnficent native bowlder 
will be placed at the grave, and on thisstore 
a tablet of bronze or of brass will be fastened 
bearing the memorial inecription.

RINCE CHUN'’S portraits do not fur- 
nish a correct of the appearance 
of the. new t and de factor ruler 
of the vast empire of China, who dur- 
ing the next ten or fifteen years will!

It was this berelip, in fact, which pre- 
vented @ hoax being practiced upon the 
German emperor some seven years ago. 
When it became necessary to send a prince 
of the imperial family: at the head of a spe- 
cial embassy to the court of Berlin to ex- 
press to Emperor William the regret of the 
Chinese monarch for the murder of the 
German envoy at Peking, Baron yon Ket- 
tler, by the boxers in 1000, it wae gravely 
proposed by some of the most conservative 
and reactionary Chinese statesmen that in- 
stead of dispatching Emperor Kwangsu's 
only brother on such a mission some one 
resembling him should be sent in his place 


as his substitute and to personate him. 


Tricks such ag this have often been played 
On the unsuspecting foreigner, especially in 
connection with the outrages perpetrated on 
foreigners at the time of the insurrection of 
eight years ago. For most of the prominent 
Chinese statesmen condemned to death at 
the instance of western governments as re- 
sponsible for the outrages in question were 
executed by proxy and are, to everybody's 
knowledge, stil) alive and well. 7 

— 

Old Prince Ching, the most enlightened and 
sagacious of the members of the imperial 
family and a trusted adviser of the late 
emprese dowager, promptly vetoed the sugr 
gestion that any one should attempt to per- 
sonate the emperor's brother on the ground 
that owing to the young fellow's harelip 
and peculiarity of speech the fraud would 
quickly be discovered and would lead to more 
trouble and humiliation at the hands of Ger- 
many. He pointed out that the prince was too 
well known in Peking, especially by the Japa- 
nese, who had been most assiduous in thelr 
attentions to the emperor's brother, realiz- 
ing the role which he would be destined to 
play in connection with the sovereignty of 
China on the demise of his brother, the em- 
peror, and of the aged dowager empress. 

So after all Prince Chun was sent in pergon. 
But the Chinese authorities saved their face 
by causing it to be made known among the 
people of the Celestial empire that Instead of 
proceeding to Europe to express sorrow and 
present profound apologies for the murder of 
the German envoy and the massacre of Euro- 
pean missionaries he was, on the contrary, 
responding to a pressing invitation of the 
barbarians to visit Europe, in order that he 
might receive thelr homage and that they 
might do him honor. This impression, cir- 
culated far and wide throughout China, was 
strengthened by the exaggerated honors paid 
to Prince Chun at all the places at which he 
touched In China on his way to embark, nota- 
bly at Tientsin, where the Russian general in 
command, in additon to the fullest military 
compliments, caused the troops under his 
command to cheer the prince. 

The English did their share to still further 
confirm the belief that Prince Chun's mission 
was one of triumph rather than of humilia- 
tion. For at Hongkong, Singapore, Colombo, 
in fact, everywhere that the steamer convey- 
ing him stopped en route for Europe, he was 
welcomed by the British governors and of- 
ficiais with all the state due to a prince of 
the blood. 

— 


When he reached Germany. however, the 
situation changed entirely. The kaiser had 
heard of his triumphal progress and thought 
it necessary to recall to the prince the fact 
that his mission was one of apology and hu- 
miliation. As soon as he arrived on German 
territory he was officially received, but with 
the scantest courtesy, and with a complete 
absence of cordiality. The arrangements 
made for the conveyance of the prince and 
of his sulte by rail and for their accommoda- 
tion at the hotels at which they stopped en 
route were not in any way appropriate to the 
rank and station of Emperor Rwangsu's only 
brother, and, already greatly put out by this, 
the prince balked altogether when he dis- 
covered that the German government was 
disposed to insist that he should approach the 
German emperor with the same oriental 
forms of prostration and self-abasement that 
are exacted by the emperor of China from all 
his subjects who approach him, no matter 
what their rank. 

Now, while Prince Chun was quite pre- 
pared to render to his own brother the cere- 
monial kotow, which consists in kneeling 
thrice and knocking the head nine times upon 
the ground—tokens of veneration conceded 
to the emperor of China by reason of his 
divine attributes—the prince would not hear 
He pointed out, 
with some degree of justice, that since 1874 
foreign envoys at Peking had been dispensed 
from the obligation previously imposed upon 
them of kotowing to the Chinese emperor, 
and that there was no reason, therefore, why 
Chinese envoys should be called upon to 
kotow to foreign rulers. Having meanwhile 
arrived at Frankfort, he declined to proceed 
a step farther until the matter was definitely 
settied, and, finding that the German au- 
thorities were obstinate about the matter, 
he withdrew with his mission to Switzerland 
and announced his intention of returning to 
China without visiting the kaiser at all. 

— 


Emperor William, realiging that it was im- 
politic to inajst, directed his government to 
give way and the prince was informed that 
the only obeisance required of him would be 
that rendered by European ambassadors. 
Accordingly he came to Berlin and was re- 
ceived in due course by the emperor. He 
was treated, however, not as the brother of 
an emperor but merely asa special ambassa- 
dor, and his audience at court was, though 
stately, characterized by a total lack of 
friendliness and of cordiality. Both he and 
the members of his suite were made to feel 
the true purpose of their mission—namely: 
one of profound apology for outrages per- 
petrated, and the kaiser, who remained 
helmeted throughout the proceedings, did 


not make any attempt to rise from his throne 


or to extend his band to the prince, but main- 
tained a most severe and harsh expression 
on his features. 

Nor were any of the festivities organized 
in honor of Prince Chun that are invariably 
arranged in honor of foreign royal and im- 
perial visitors. In fact, the prince was not 
once invited to luncheon or dinner with the 
emperor, and having been taken to inspec’ 
the imperial palaces at Potsdam. notably 
Sans Souci, where he caught a glimpse of the 
superb astronomical instruments of the sev- 
enteenth century carried off from his broth- 
er's palace at Peking by the allied troops 
under Field Marshal von Waldersee some 
eighteen months or two years previously, he 
returned home to China filed with résent- 
ment against Germany and its ruler. 

— 

The Chinese never forget or forgive of- 
fenses, es@ecially affronts, and Prince Chun 
will. as regent during the next decade and a 
half, have plenty of opportunities of getting 
even with Germany for the slights to which 
he was subjected on the occasion of his 
memorable visit to Berlin. His real name, by 
the byé, is Tsa!l Li, and Chun is his title, not 
his name. He is married toa daughter of the 
late Fu Jun, governor of Shantung, who was 
among the great Manchu nobles and princes 
who committed suicide in 1900 rather than 
see the Forbidden City at Peking desecrated 
by the presence and occupation of the white- 
faced barbarians. His daughter was anx- 
ious to follow her father’s example, but was 
carried off by his clansmen to the palace of 
Prince Mu, the guardian of Chun, to whom 
she was married on his return from Germany. 
She is the mother of the now 3 year old Pu-Yi, 
eldest son of Chun, and who has just been 
elevated to the throne of China as emperor. 

Let me add that Chun, who has never cared 
for the wild life led by the young Manchu 
princes and nobles in Peking, is studious, 
quiet, and well informed, quite as devoted as 
the late emperor to foreign ideas, and in thor- 
ough sympathy with the reform movement. 
His foreign leanings are towards England 
primarily, and also towards the United States 
and to Japan. But his resentment against 
Germany is keen.

TICISM OF HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 

Pan Dec. 3. [Editor of The Tribune.] 
—The report of the meeting of the North 
Shore Medical society in Wednesday's TRIB- 
vnn contains several inaccuracies. 

I am the speaker referred to who is said to 
have called Dr. Evans “an autocrat and 
tyrant because he placed an embargo on the 
sale of milk unless the Chicago health de- 
partment bad O. K. dit at the farm. He said 
that the commissioner had almost gone daft 
on the subject.” This is not correct. I read 
an extract from a report of the Elgin grand 
jury from Tuesday's TRIBUNE threatening 
resistance to the order of “ placing an em- 
bargo on mitk sold in Chicago not obtained 
from tuberlin inoculated cows and asking 
the city council to investigate the honesty 
and sanity of the members of the Chicago 
board of health.” I said I believed the char- 
ter or some ordinance provided for a board of 
health, but that the commissioner seemed to 
be the whole board. 

As chairman of the committee on medica 
relations of the Chicago branch of the Amer- 
‘can Pharmaceutical association, I appeared 
at the meeting to protest against delegating 
to the police department the supply of anti- 
toxin and culture media, the storing of these 
supplies in police stations, and the reported 
service of the police officers to deliver anti- 
toxin and to take cultures. 

I characterized this scheme for utilizing 


the police stations as depots for antitoxin 


and media as unwarranted, unprecedented, 
and an encroachment on the rights and priv- 
lleges of the pharmacists who are by law 
recognlsed as the proper purveyors of drugs 
and medicines. 

The state board of health has appointed 
several hundred druggists in the state outside 
of Chicago as such agents for distribution 
of antitoxin. The police stations are in in- 
sanitary condition and are the last places 
to keep properly such delicate articles of 
materia medica. 

I characterized this departure of the com- 
missioner as autocratic and his methods as 
tyrannical. The admission of the young 
chemist Biehn that he was responsible for 
this suggestion proves that the health de- 
partment of Chicago acts without proper 
study and consideration and that the chief 
ambition of the commissioner is to pose as 
a great sanitarian. C. 8. N. HALLBERG. 


WASTE OF DRY GOODS BOXES.

The owner's 
friends have been allowed inside the bronze 
doors and several well known Americans 
and Europeans have been permitted to see 
some at, least of the priceless and exquisite 
things brought together in that marble pal- 
ace in East Thirty-sixth street, which is one 
of the masterpleces of Charles F McKim. 

Mr. Morgan, however, has absolutely re- 
fused to allow any general deseriptbn of 
his collection of books and manuscripts to 
be published, and this letter is the first 
article on the subject to appear in print.

Before going into details I will mention 
that the collections include the Ashburn- 
ham gospels and others of the most re- 
nowned bindings—relics of the days of 
yore, when books were few and fine ’’—in 
existence, the Golden gospels of Henry 
VIII., the “ Naples offices ot Giulio Clovio, 
and many other celebrated illuminated man- 
uscripts; Caxtons and other incunabula that 
not even the British museum can match; an 
amazing collection of volumes once owned 
by famous persons; almost the only manu- 
scripts of Byron known to exist; Blake's 
original drawings for the Book of Job,“ 
the originals of Horace Walpole’s letters. 
the original drawings for the Pickwick 
Papers,“ the manuscript of Endymion,” 
Shelley’s notebook, the manuscripts and 
drawings of “ Trilby” and Peter Ibbet- 
gon,“ Cornwallis’ Terms of Surrender, let- 
ters of St. Francis de Sales and other saints, 
the originals of many of Burns’ poems. 
manuscripts by Dr. Johnson, the manu- 
script of “A Christmas Carol and ten 
volumes of Dickens’ letters, manuscripts of 
Swift. the earliest letters of Napoleon in 
existence, Scott’s diary and manuscripts of 
nine of his novels, including “ Ivanhoe ’’; 
manuscripts of masterpieces of Dumas. 
Charlotte Bronté, George Sand, Reace, Lyt- 
ton, and Zola; the manuscript of Vanity 
Fair, many letters of Lamb, Mary Stuart's 
letter to the duc de Guise, and Martha Wash- 
ington’s will. And this is not even an outline. 

— 

One passes through the gates into a lofty 
hall of rarest marble, and then into an 
apartment as lofty, the walls of which glow 
from floor to ceiling with the unique splen- 
dor that only volumes in fine bindings pro- 
vide. There are two galleries around the 
room, each as high as an ordinary apart- 
ment, reached by hidden stairways. In the 
middle of the room is a glass table cabinet, 
in which are some volumes bound in gold, 
and enamel, and ivory, and set with gems— 
volumes that glitter im the soft light that 
streams through ancient painted glass. On 
one of them—a great, gleaming mass of 
gems and precious metal, translucent em- 
erald, and crimson, and pearl, and goki~ 
the eye, fascinated, lingers, and them it 
passes to a splendid Florentine portrait of a 
girl, and then to a wonderful old carved fire- 
place, and then to some green Flemish tapes- 
try, and then to furniture adorned with that 
rich crimson that Genoa and Venice loved. 

From this room one goes into another not 
so large, but even more exquisite in its 
appointments and decorations. The walls 
are of crime@on tapestry, with the Chigi arms, 
and on the low bookcases are marbles, and 
bronzes. and terra cottas, faience of France 
and Italy, enamels of the middle ages and 
the renaissance. The ceiling is a marvelous 
piece of renaissance work from the Aldo- 
brandini palace at Venice, and the fireplace 
is of carved marble of subdued tone. On the 
center table stands a bronze vessel of an- 
cient Roman workmanship. 


— 

It is when one asks what is that gorgeous 
jeweled volume in its crystal case and 
learns that it is the Ashburnham gospels; 
and one takes up any other book at random 
and finds something that would give dis- 
tinction to any ordinary collection, and one 
discovers that these beautiful rooms are 
only the beginning of the collection and that 
there are others all filled with treasures, and 
one finds that each ancient manuscript with 
ite “burnished field and radiant nimbus”’ 
is famed throughout the world of art, and 
each marble or terra cotta the work of a 
Verrocchio or @ Della Robbia, and that the 
bronze in the smaller room is the world 
celebrated Latin cist of Palestrina, and each 
bit of pottery a masterpiece from Urbano or 
Castel Durante—it is then that one begins 
to realize what it all means. 

With the exception of the jeweled volumes 
in the glass case the east room is devotel 
entirely to Mr. Morgan’s incunabula, litur- 
gical collections and first editions of English 
books. The Ashburnham gospels. of course. 
needs no description; it is of the world’s 
treasures. But there is another binding in 
the same case which is not so well known and 
seems to be quite as interesting. It is a 
Flemish Über decretalium in vellum, and 
the cover is of filigree work set with 
amethysts, garnets, crystais, and ancient 
intaglios. 

In the center is an ivory of the thirteenth 
century, representing the Virgin reclining. 
This is surrounded with panels of cloisonné 
The richness of this binding is indescribable, 
and the employment of intaglios for such pur- 
pose is, so far ag I know, unique. These jewels 
are evidently ancient and appear to be of 
the best Greek period.

Mention any class of rare and desirable 
volumes in which you are interested.

Humane Soeieties' Convention. 


SUFFERING IS PREVENTED. 


Declares Students Must Have Some- 


thing to Experiment On. 


The visiting delegates to the first conven- 
tion of the Illincis Humane societies, which 
is being held in the Chicago institution's 
building, 560 Wabash avenue, experienced a 
thirty-five minute thrill at their afternoon 
session yesterday that for a time threatened 
to disrupt the harmony of the gathering. 

The cause for the tingle of excitement 
among the men and women humane workers 
was the address of Dr. A. H. Baker, dean of 
the faculty of the Chicago Veterinary college. 
He spoke upon vivisection, stoutly defending 
it and braving the terrors of criticism. 

For two hours preceding the address the 
delegates had been all smiles. During the 
talk they gasped, frowned, pondered, and 
finally, when the veterinarian forcibly de- 
clared in his closing remarks that he was as 
good a friend of dumb animals as any sane 
person, the convention burst into rounds of 
applause. 


One Delegate Questions Argument. 

Only one delegate rose to question the 
argument of the doctor. She had heard of a 
St. Louis medical school severing the heads 
of two dogs without an ansesthetie to graft 
their heads on each other's bodies. Dr. 
Baker said that he doubted the report and 
that unless he knew of it personally he 
would not believe it of a reputable college. 

“Tt is absolutely necessary—that’s as 


strong as I can make it—to have vivisection,” 


said Dr. Baker in his remarks. ‘* The stu- 
dent must have something to work on. If he 
didn’t he would have to experiment upon 
people when he left college. The reports that 


physicians do not use anesthetics are false. 


able: He 


. 


Every well regulated college uses every pos- 
sible means to prevent any suffering on the 
part of the animals. We invariably dissect 
an old horse, one that is no longer service- 
is placed under an anesthetic 
and does not suffer. It is the same way with 


other animals.“ 
Protected Animals from Cruelty. 


Dr. Baker told how in his years of practice 
as a veterinarian he had protected animals 
from cruelty. 

The convention was opened by John L. 
Shortall. president of the IIMnois Humane 
society, who presided later. Capt. C. C. 
Healey spoke upon the traffic conditions of 
Chicago and told how his men interested 
themselves in humane affairs. Other speak- 
ers dwelled upon the various phases of the 
society’s work. A resolution was adopted in 
the afternoon to ask the legislature to ap- 
point humane agents to investigate the treat- 
ment of mules in mines.

WOULD REMEDY DEFECTS. 


Calls Attention to Inconsistent 
Aets and Doctrines Which 
Have Lost Vitality. 


Secretary Nathan William MacChesney 
of the Illinois commission on uniform state 
laws has sent to Gov. Deneen the report of 
this committee, appointed under an act of 
the legislature, recommending bills to be 
by the next legislature in furtherance 
of the policy of securing uniformity in the 
legislation of the different states. 
The commission is composed of Frust 
Freund of Chicago, O. A. Harker of Cham- 
paign, John C. Richberg of Chicago, John 
II. Wigmore of Chicago, and Mr. MacChes- 
ney. Thirty-nine states have similar com- 


missions. 
Recommend Uniform Sales Act. 

Ip recommending new legislation the com- 
mission in its report says: 

“ Your commissioners recommend the adop- 
tion of the uniform sales act, which is already 
the law in six states, and respectfully urge 
your excellency that you concur in such 
recommendation by calling attention to the 
game in your message to the general as- 
sembly. 

“The commissioners call attention: 

To the rule of law recognized by the Su- 
preme court whereby the attestation by the 
husband or wife of a legatee renders a will 
invalid, while the attestation by the legatee 
himself merely avoids his legacy. In other 
jurisdictions in which decisions were ren- 
dered to the like effect the legislature has 
remedied the law, and similar legislation is 
recommended for this state. 

Refer to Absolute Doctrines. 

“Also to a series of antiquated rules of 
law relating to contingent remainders and 
other future interests in property growing 
out of doctrines which have lost all vitality 
and are no longer understood and which re- 
sult in hardship and injustice in individual 
cases. 

Ot the work in the direction of uniformity 
which has been urged by the conference of 
commissioners, held annually and composed 
of representatives from various states, the 
report calls attention to the progress made 
with the uniform negotiable instrument law 
and the uniform law on warehouse receipts.

RULING ON BANK DIRECTORS. 


Attorney General Stead Holds That Men 
Elected Before Change in Laws 
May Serve Out Term. 


SPRINGFIELD, II., Dec. 8.—{Special. }]— 
Attorney General Stead has given out an 
opinion in which he holds that bank directors 
elected before the amendment to the state 
banking laws was adopted at the recent elec- 
tion are not disqualified, but are competent 
to serve the/remainder of the terms for 
which they were elected» The amendment 
became operative Nov. 24 last and provides 
that a. bank director must own ten shares 
of stock before he can serve. 

State Auditor McCullough is sending out a 
circular letter to officers and directors of the 
state banks of IiMnois in which he calls at- 
tention to changes in the law and also to 
certain rulings of the departmem affecting 
their conduct and business. 

The amendment to section 5 requires that 
the surplus as well as the capital in the 
organization of a bank must be paid in cash, 
and the state auditor has the right to with- 
hold the charter until he is satisfied that 
this section has been complied with. 

Section 10 is so amended that only 15 per 
cent of the amount of a bank’s capita] and 
unimpeired surplus can be loaned to any 
person or corporation. It is also’ made un- 
lawful to make loans to the presidefit, vice 
president, or salaried officers or employés or 
to firms or corporations controlled by the 
banks until the loam has been approved by 
the directors. |
